It begins with the President; it filters down thru the long line 


/." of Federal, State and local officials who occupy admlnis- 


trative, legislative or judicial posts: and jt reaches out to 
the special interests whose privileges a delegated and per- 
sonal Government is bound to serve. ' The only share that 
the people have in a personal Government is that of being 
governed; for those who control the offices are jealous of 


-.' intrusion, they keep up an elaborate political machinery to 


-maintain tnesjselves in power, and they are always ready 
to fight, and fight hard, by fair means or foul, at the first 
sign of attack. 


Under personal government, accordingly, there is no such 


thing as public opinion; the only opinion that counts is that 
of the Government; the only issues are such as arise out of 
quarrels within the Government itself: she only parties are 
the personal folio-wings of leaders who have power now or 
hope to get power later. The struggles of those who are in

When Mr. Baldwin

The propsecis are that we shall wail until some leader 


challenges the system in the name of the people, or until the 
pcopie. tired of beine governed, take over government io 
themselves. 
The former of these alternatives is the way of 


statesmanship, the latter is the way of revolution.
